This document discloses an instruction from a player, 
either of a rearing mode or a competing mode which is 
selected. When the rearing mode is selected, an 
upbringing process of a character is displayed on a 
monitor 25 according to the upbringing operation of the 
player to a controller, and data describing the 
features of the character are varied according to the 
predetermined condition. When the competing mode is 
selected, action of at least a part of a plurality of 
pieces given to each of the player and his opposition 
is displayed on the monitor in each turn given to the 




player and his opposition alternately, and on the basis 
of the behavior contents and data describing the 
features of the respective pieces, superiority of the 
competing condition is varied. The data describing the 
features of the character and the data describing 
features of the piece are correlated with each other.
